The law states that the 
main contractor is responsi¬ 
ble for the income taxes and 
the premiums of the sub con¬ 
tractor and any other compa¬ 
nies falling under him.

Tins, according ta Monica 
Kock, will have grave conse¬ 
quences primarily in the con¬ 
struction and employment 
companies 

Often the contr act or may 
not even know who the sub¬ 
contractor is and if they are 
using workers ham other 
companies and if these com¬ 
panies are paying their taxes 

In such a case, the contrac¬ 
tor will be held responsible 
far all those unpaid taxes. 

The law entails that when 
the project is completed, even 
after 5years the contractor 
will be held responsible for 
any debts horn otlier persons 
According to Kock, the con¬ 
sequences of tins law will be 
great for those in the con¬ 
struction world and for em¬ 
ployment agencies, winch are 
sometimes also called con¬ 
tractors. 

Companies who rent out 
persons to work in house¬ 
keeping, cleaning and secu¬ 


rity can also fall under this 
law. In tins case the hotel sec¬ 
tor will he held responsible 
far the taxes and premiums of 
each worker. 

Lawyer Kock provided 
participants to her lecture 
several valuable tips and so¬ 
lutions. For one, she indi¬ 
cated, it is imp art ant to know 
your subcontractor. You have 
to protect yourself and ensure 
that they don't employ other 
persons, because you are ul¬ 
timately responsible for the 
chain. 


Kock suggested that con¬ 
tractors make changes in their 
contracts to protect them¬ 
selves Every three months 
they should ask the subcon¬ 
tractor to show from where 
he has lured employees, ob¬ 
tain a declaration of conduct 
from the Tax Bureau which 
will .give an indication if the 
person is paying his taxes. 

Kock received the request 
to repeat the lecture and is 
evaluating doing tins in two 
or three weeks depending on 
the amo unt o f request s.

Ukraine ushers in new 
era as president tlees 


CARACAS (AFP) 
Venezuela's government, m 
the midst of its deepest and 
deadliest crisis to date, rallied 
hundreds af supporters Sun¬ 
day to Caracas's streets. 

Groups of mainly elderly 
people marched Sunday in 
downtown Caracas in sup¬ 
port of President Nicolas 
Maduro, a day after 
Venezuela's largest demon¬ 
strations in weeks of escalat¬ 
ing protests left 25 people 
injured. 

Maduro is grappling with 
tire biggest crisis of his gov¬ 
ernment since naiTowly 
being elected last, year after 
the death of leftist icon Hugo 
Chavez, with at least ID peo¬ 
ple dead since protests 
erupted on February 4 

Hundreds of thousands of 
pro- and anti-government 
protesters hit the streets of 
the capital on Saturday, lead¬ 
ing to night time clashes with 
security forces that were 
some of the most serious to 
date. 

Student and opposition 
demonstrators are campaign¬ 
ing over bleak economic 
prospects, including a short¬ 
age of food and commodi¬ 
ties, repression by police and 
a dire job market Dozens of 
people, including opposition 
leader Leopoldo Lopez, have 
been arrested or wounded. 

Pro-government demon¬ 
strators Sunday dressed in 
red -- the color of tire social¬ 
ist administration -- held 
Venezuelan flags and pro- 
Maduro banners, protesting 
wh at they c all e d " f as ci st vi o - 
leuce“ by student opposition. 

"That's enough youth vio¬ 
lence. This is a country of 
peace. We want a future of 
peace," Cristina Marcos, 50, 
told reporters during a rally 
that began in the morning at 
the Plaza Bolivar and headed 
towards the Mirafiores Palace, 
where the president was ex- 
p ected to give a speech. 

Of the 25 people hurt in 
the late-night unrest in Cara¬ 
cas's posh Chacao municipal¬ 
ity, 14 were wounded from 
buckshot before protesters 
were dispersed using gas and 


birdshat, the Chacao mayor 
said Sunday 

- Tensions soar higher 
amid deaths- 

Competing mass rallies in 
the capital are laying bare a 
chasm between those who 
support Maduro and those 
who oppose linn, m an oil-rich 
country that despite having the 
world's largest proven reserves 
is grappling with basic goods 
shortages, rampant inflation 
and violent crime 

The protests -- which 
began m the western city of 
San Cnstabal led by students 
angry over the soaring crime 
rate -- have increasingly been 
accompanied by violence and 
attempts to intimidate pro¬ 
test ers and the me di a. 

In Caracas, there have 
also been incidents of men on 
pick-up trucks, escorted by 
motorbikes intimidating pro¬ 
testers. 

Now the government is 
scrambling to try to blunt 
what it sees as international 
and social media portrayals 
of his elected government as 
a bad guy due to its security 
forces'behavior with demon¬ 
strators, analysts set/ 

Saturday, Maduro who de¬ 
nies any links to armed pro- 
gov eminent groups, unveiled 
a new peace initiative -- a 
week after a national public 
safety strategy he announced 
was overtaken by the protests 

"I am calling on the 
Venezuelan people to join me 
Wednesday in anatianal peace 
conference with all the coun¬ 
try's political sectors .. so we 
Venezuelans can try to neutral¬ 
ize violent groups," he said. 

Maduro insists the 
protests are part of a "coup 
d'etat in development" insti¬ 
gated by Washington and 
conservative ex-Colombian 
president Alvaro Unbe, who 
is considered close to tire 
United States. 

The president also ordered 
the arrest of a retired general 
Angel Vivas, saying he had 
ties to the violence that 
marred the protests. Vivas 
said on Twitter he was resist¬ 
ing arrest 


No regrets 
about Benghazi 
comments: 
Obama adviser 

WASHINGTON. February 
23, 2D 14 (AFP) - National 
S e cunty Advi s er Sus an Ri ce 
said Sunday she had no re¬ 
grets about remarks she 
made about an attack in 
Benghazi, Libya that left a 
US ambassador dead and 
sparked a political 
Ere storm. 

Four American citizens, 
including Ambassador 
Christopher Stevens, were 
killed in the double raid tar¬ 
geting the US mission and 
nearby CIA annex on Sep¬ 
tember 11, 2D 12. 

Ri c e was wi d ely accu sed 
of deliberately misleading 
the public after she said 
only days later that, accord¬ 
ing to intelligence at the 
time, it had started with a 
spontaneous protest against 
a privately made anti-I si am 
film posted online. 

Some Republican law¬ 
makers accuse President 
Barack Obama of conceal¬ 
ing evidence that Al Qaeda- 
linked jihadi groups were 
behind the attack and of 
failing to properly protect, 
the outpost. 

Rice -- who was the US 
envoy to the United Nations 
at the time -- subsequently 
pulled out of consideration 
to be Obama's second-term 
secretary of state. 

Asked in an exclusive in¬ 
tern ew Sunday with NBC's 
"Meet the Press" whether 
she had any regrets about 
her comments, made on the 
same program m September 
2012, Rice said 

"Nd, because what i said 
to you tliat morning and 
what I did every day since 
was to share the best infor¬ 
mation that we had at the 
time." 

She added "I com¬ 
mented that tins was based 
on what we knew on that 
morning -- was provided to 
me and my colleagues, and 
indeed, to Congress by the 
intelligence community and 
that's been well-validated in 
many different ways since." 

"And that information 
turned cut, in some respects, 
not to he 1QD percent cor¬ 
rect But the nation that 
somehow l or anybody else 
m tlie administration misled 
the Amen can people is 
patently false, and I think 
that that's been amply 
demonstrated " 


KIEV (AFP) - A new era 
dawned in Ukraine on Sun¬ 
day as parliament appointed 
a pro-Western interim leader 
after ousted president Viktor 
Yanukovych fled Kiev to es¬ 
cape retribution for a week of 
deadly carnage. 

The ex-Soviet state's tu¬ 
multuous three-month crisis 
culminated in a dizzying 
flurry of historic changes 
over the weekend that saw 
parliament sideline the pro- 
Russjan head of state and call 
a new presidential poll for 
May 25. 

Lawmakers then went a 
step further by approving the 
release from her seven-year 
jail sentence of former prime 
minister Yuba Tymoshenko - 
- a star of the 2004 Orange 
Revolution who was thrown 
behind bars less than a year 
after Yanukovych came to 
power in 2010 

The constitutional legiti- 
m acy o f p aril am ent's actions 
remains an open question and 
Yanukovych vowed in a 
taped interview to fight the 
"bandits" who now claimed 
to rule Ukraine 

But. Yanukovych's author¬ 
ity was nowhere in evidence 
in Kiev on Sunday The city's 
p Dhce presence had vanished 
and protesters were m control 
of everything from traffic 
management to protection of 
government buildings after a 
week of bloodshed that 
claimed nearly 100 lives. 

Hundreds of candles and a 
field of red carnations and 
rases lay across spots of cen¬ 
tral Kiev where many of the 
protesters were mowed down 
by police snipers m clashes 
that left the nation of 46 mil¬ 
lion in shock. 

But. Ukraine's new r leader 
received their first crucial 
votes of confidence from 
Western powers on Sunday 
even as Russia showed grow¬ 
ing signs of displeasure and 
c one era 

Both Washington and Eu- 
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rope an leaders vowed to 
drum up aid that could pull 
Ukraine out of a crisis 
sparked in November when 
Yanukovych spurned a his¬ 
toric EU deal and later se¬ 
cured a J 15-billion bailout 
far tlie struggling nation from 
its old master Russia. 

US National Security Ad¬ 
viser Susan Rice also bluntly 
warned Russia that sending 
in troops to restore a more 
Kremlin-friendly leadership 
in Kiev "would be a grave 
mistake".

Lawmakers voted on Sun¬ 
day to name close Ty¬ 
moshenko ally Qieksandr 
Turchynov -- himself only 
appointed park ament speaker

Turchynov immediately 
vowed to draw up a govern¬

Yanukovych was dealt an¬ 
other blow when Ins own Re¬ 
gions Party condemned him 
far issuing "criminal orders" 
that led to so many deaths. 

Parliament also voted to 
dismiss Ukraine's Foreign 
Minister Leonid Kozhara 
after sacking the federal po¬ 
lice chief and prosecutor gen¬ 
eral on Saturday 
- West offers help - 
Western countries gave 
cautious but vital backing to

"We have the order not to 
allow any loss of information 
whats o ever aft er the c omnium - 
cation of the chancellor no 
longer being able to be directly 
monitored," Bild quoted an un¬ 
named high-ranking US intel¬ 
ligence employee in Germany 
as saying 

US-German ties soured 
amid revelations leaked by for¬ 
mer CIA contractor Edward 


Snowden that US intelligence 
agencies had allegedly eaves¬ 
dropped on Merkel and col¬ 
lected vast amounts of online 
data and telephone records 
from average citizens. 

Last month, US President 
Barack Chain a said the US in¬ 
telligence service would con¬ 
tinue to spy on foreign 
governments but assured 
Merkel that he would not let 
intrusive surveillance harm 
their relationship 

Bild also quoted US Na¬ 
tional Security Council 
spokeswoman Caitlm Hayden

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Mex¬ 
ican drug kingpin Joaquin "El 
Chapa - Guzman should be ex¬ 
tradited to the United States to 
stand trial, a senior Republican 
lawmaker said Sunday, warn¬ 
ing "the biggest fish ever" may 
try to slip the net. 

Guzman was arrested Satur¬ 
day after more than a decade 
on the ran when Mexican 
marines swooped on him, 
bringing to an abrupt end the 
reign of a man accused of 
being behind much of the ding 
violence that plagues Mexico, 
He has also been branded 
"Public Enemy Number One" 1 
in Chicago. 


The United States, winch 
was involved in the operation 
til at finally snared him, had of¬ 
fered a 15 million reward for 
mformati on leading to his cap - 
lure, with "multiple indict¬ 
ments in multiple ctbes" from 
New York to San Diego. 

Asked on ABC television 
Sunday if he would like to see 
Guzman hauled before US 
courts, Michael McCaul, 
chairman of the House Home¬ 
land S ecuri ty Commi tte e, 
said: "I would, I think die nor¬ 
mal sequence is Mexico, being 
a sovereign nation, has the 
first prosecution " 

"However, there's a history 



here. He escaped from a prison 
m 3001. There is corruption in 
that country" "I would ask that 
the Mexicans consider extra¬ 
diting him to die United States, 
where he will be put in a super¬ 
max pnsoil under tight security 
where he cannot escape, and 
be brought to justice with a life 
impri s o mn ent s enten ce," h e 
said 

Guzman, whose nickname 
"shorty 1 is a reference to lus 
height! gained legendary status 
after escaping from a maxi¬ 
mum-security Mexican prison 
in a laundry cart in January 
2001 

Asked about the likelihood 
of getting Guzman to the 
United States, McCaul added, 
"It depends on the pressure our 
State Department and admuns- 
trabon puts on die current ad¬ 
ministration to do tins." 

"You know, I think their 
preference woul d be to try him 
first in the United States But 
the track record is not good 
with tins individual Tins is an 
exceptional case This is the 
largest, biggest drag lord we 
have seen in the world," he 
added.

NAIROBI (AFP) - Authorities 
in western Kenya have de¬ 
manded the government pass 
a law allowing for rapist*; and 
other sex offenders to be cas¬ 
trated, saying it was struggling 
to cope with a spike m cases of 
rape, paedophilia and bestial - 
lty. 

Legislators in Baling o 
County in Kenya's Rift Valley 
province said current punish¬ 
ments were far too lenient. 

"We in Barm go are ready 
to push all the way for castra¬ 
tion, 11 top local health official 
and 1 egi si ato r Solo mo n 
Chemjor told AFP. “We want 
our country to be safe for Dur 
children. We have to protect 
the social family fabric in our 


society." 

"Defilement has become a 
maj or problem. A week cannot 
pass without a case being re¬ 
ported It is not only against 
children, but also against, the 
disabled, the aged and domes¬ 
ticated animals," he said, 
blaming alcoholism and un¬ 
employment far the problem 

"The offenders are taking 
advantage of the leniency of 
the Kenyan courts," he added. 

Officials from Baringo did 
not give any dear statistics on 
sex crimes m the area, or how 
they compare with the rest of 
tire country, but Chetnjor said 
tliere were plenty of clear 
signs the problem was wors¬ 
ening. 


F^ape is a serious problem 
m Kenya but is seldom taken 
seriously by the police, rights 
groups say. 

Last year activists seised 
on the case Df a Kenyan 
schoolgirl who was gang- 
raped and left confined to a 
wheelchair, while three of the 
alleged rapists were ordered 
by police to cut grass around 
the police station as punish¬ 
ment. 

Earlier tins month the pub¬ 
lic prosecutors office re¬ 
sponded to widespread 
outrage and ordered the case 
to be tried in court, and also 
ordered an investigation into 
the failure of the police to take 
the case seriously

Chemicals may be 
eroding child IQs: 
disputed study 


PARIS (AFP) - Two public 
health experts warned Satur¬ 
day about the stunting effects 
that a wide array of industrial 
chemi c ai s, in cl u ding to o til- 
paste ingredient fluoride, may 
behaving on child brain devel¬ 
opment, in a report some 
called alarmist. 

The pan; Philippe Grand- 
jean of the Harvard School of 
Public Health and Philip Lan- 
drigan from New York's 1c aim 
School of Medicine, said the 
numb er of chemicals known to 
Innder child brain develop¬ 
ment have doubled from six in 
200 6 to 12 today 

In a 2006 review, the pair 
had identified ethanol, lead, 
m ethy lm ercury, polychlori¬ 
nated biphenyls, arsenic and 
toluene as " d ev el opm ental 
neurotoxicants". 

Since then, studies have 
shown another six to be dan¬ 
gerous manganese, fluoride, 
chi orpyri fo s, 
die hioro diphenyl- 
tn chi oro ethane, tetrachloro eth¬ 
ylene and polybrominated 
diphenyl ethers, said the new 
review 

These are used in every¬ 
thing from pesticides, dry 
cleaning chemicals and Same 
retardants. 


Fluoride is commonly used 
to prevent tooth cavities, and 
added to tap water in many 
countries 

Brain development disor¬ 
ders like autism, attention- 
deficit hyperactivity disorder 
(ADHD) and dyslexia already 
affect one m six children today, 
and tli ere was "strong evi¬ 
dence' 1 of a link between 
chemical exposure and an in¬ 
crease in diagnoses, tire team 
wrote in a review in the Lancet 
Neurology? medical journal. 

They urged mandated test¬ 
ing of all existing industrial 
chemicals as well as new ones 
entering the market, and said 
stronger controls could save 
billions of dollars m toxicity? 
and poisoning costs 

Other experts, however, 
said the paper had limitations 
and was based oil an array of 
previously published surveys 
q f varying reliability 

Others said autism, ADHD, 
cerebral palsy and dyslexia 
have not been definitively as¬ 
sociated with industrial chem¬ 
ical exposure. 

In comments prepared by 
the Science Media Centre, epi¬ 
demiologist Jean Golding of 
the University of Bristol ac¬ 
cused tiie pair of issuing 
"scare" statements.

California into six 
states gains 
ground 

LOS ANGELES (AFP)-A 
plan to divide California 
into six separate US 
states is closer to making 
it on to a November ballot, 
with organizers gaming 
approval to collect signa¬ 
tures. 

The seemingly far¬ 
fetched initiative, spon¬ 
sored by Silicon Valley 
venture capitalist Tim 
Draper, claims "political 
representation of Califor¬ 
nia's diverse population 
and economies has ren¬ 
dered the state nearly un¬ 
governable.” 

At least 807,615 voters - 
- representing eight per¬ 
cent of the total ballots 
cast for governor in the 
2010 election - will need 
to sign the petition by 
July 13 to make it on to 
the ballot. 

The proposal aims to 
split the state -- Am erica's 
most populous with 
around 38 million inhabi¬ 
tants -- into "six smaller 
state governments, while 
preserving the historical 
boundaries of the various 
counties, cities and 
towns.”

DIJON (AFP) - A winemaker 
in France's Burgundy region 
appears in court Monday for 
refusing to use pesticides mins 
organic vineyard despite a 
government order 

Environment all sts h av e 
backed Ins refusal but other 
local winemakers have de¬ 
nounced the support campaign 
around him as hill of "false¬ 
hoods" and defended their 
practices. 

Emmanuel Giboulot is 
being pursued by an arm of die 
agriculture ministry for not 
heeding a local directive in 
Burgundy's wine-growing 
Cote d'Or area to regularly 
treat vines against a leaf-hop¬ 
ping insect that causes an in¬ 
fectious disease called 
"flavescence doree". 

The disease hist appeared in 
1949 in France's southwestern 
Armagnac region 

It then spread steadily 
reaching the wme-producing 
areas of Cognac, Languedoc, 
northern and southern Rhone, 
the Loire Valley and Bordeaux 

There is no cure yet for the 
bacterial infection, which can kill 
young vines and greatly reduce 
the productivity of older ones. 

After the discovery of the 
disease in Burgundy's Beaune 
region, the local administration 
last June ordered all vineyard 
owners in the Cote d'Or area to 
treat their vineyards with pes¬ 
ticides 

But Giboulot has doggedly 
defied the order and shunned 
pesticides on his 10-hectare 
(24-acre) estate straddling the 
Cote de Beaune, the southern 
part of the Cote d'Or that is 
home to the great names in 


Burgundy wine. 

He argues that the order 
would destroy the work of Ins 
father, who converted to bio- 
dynamic farming in the 1970s. 

Giboulot was prosecuted 
after a check by local agricul¬ 
tural authorities in July and 
faces up to six months in 
prison and a 30,000-euro 
($41,000) fine. 

His defiance has won the 
support of leading environ¬ 
mental groups including 
Greenpeace and France's 
Green party, part of the ruling 
coalition with President Fran¬ 
cois Hollande's Socialists. 

His supporters will stage a 
demonstration on Monday out¬ 
side the court in Dijon where 
Giboulot is due to appear. 

"In the absence of a proven 
health threat, freedom of 
choice should be given,* said 
Sandiine Behei; a Green party 
lawmaker in the European 
Parliament 

Environmentalists argue 
that instead of ordering the 
sweeping use of pesticides, 
local authorities should only 
monitor tire disease, uproot af¬ 
fected vines and limi t the 
mandatory use o fp esticides to 
the areas under threat 

"All vines must be treated 
by everyone for the treatment 
to work" said Olivier Lapatre, 
tire head of the local food de¬ 
partment. 

Burgundy officials say the 
policy is paying off The pre¬ 
fecture said only 0 20 hectares 
were seriously affected by 
flavescence doree in 2013 and 
the vines there uprooted, 
against 11.3 hectares in the 
previous year

WhatsApp did not say how 
long the outage lasted, but 
about 2 5 hours later it tweeted 
again to say “WhatsApp serv¬ 
ice has been restored. We are 
sorry for the downtime.. " 

TTie specialist website 
techcrunch.com suggested tire 
problem might be down to "a 
surge of signups and usage that 
has overloaded its servers" 
after the publicity the app gar¬ 
nered following Faceb oak's an¬ 
nouncement on Wednesday. 
Facebook is betting huge on 


mobile with the eye-popping 
cash-and-stock deal for What¬ 
sApp, which was only stalled 
five years ago but has quickly

It is Facebook's biggest ac¬

SYDNEY (AFP) - The world's 
biggest economies vowed 
Sunday to boost global growth 
by more than $2 trillion over 
five years, shifting their focus 
away from austerity as a frag¬ 
ile recDveiy takes hold 

Finance ministers and cen¬ 
tral bank governors from the 
Group of 20, which accounts 
for S5 percent of the world 
economy, also agreed to pur¬ 
sue greater transparency about 
monetary policy after rifts 
about the US taper 

They expressed "deep re¬ 
gret" that reforms to the Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund have 
stalled, because the United 
States Congress has yet to rat¬ 
ify them. 

After their meeting m Syd¬ 
ney, the G20 ministers issued 
what host Australia called "an 
unprecedented" and unusually 
brief two-page statement to 
drive "a return to strong, sus¬ 
tainable and balanced growth 
m tlie global economy". 

“We will develop ambitious 
but realistic policies with the 
aim to lift, our collective GDP 
by more than two percent 
above the trajectory implied 
by current policies over the 
coming five years/ 1 they said 
m reference to two percentage 
points. 

"This is over US$2.0 trillion 
more in real terms and will 
lead to significant additional 
jobs. u 

US Treasury Secretary Jack 
Lew stressed at a press confer¬ 
ence that the G20 had left the 
austerity debate behind and 
was fully focused on growth 

" If you look where we were 
a year ago. debating auster¬ 
ity . Tins (weekend) was a de¬ 
bate about how can we work 
together to share best practices 
and develop an approach 
where our individual 
economies can grow and the 
global economy can hit the 
objective that is set forth in 
this text," he said 
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The IMF has said tire strat¬ 
egy could add half a percent¬ 
age point to global growth 
annually over four years start¬ 
ing next year 

The fund currently projects 
growth o f 3 7 p ercent tins year 
and 3.9 percent in 2015, with 
each G20 country to hammer 
out the finer points before the 
leaders' summitm Brisbane in 
November 

Ministers said the figure 
could be reached by increas¬ 
ing investment and employ¬ 
ment and enhancing trade, 
adding that there was "no 
room for complacency* and 
that addressing the challenges 
"requires ambition". 

Au strali an Tr easurer J o e 
Hockey, the G20 chair, had 
been pushing ministers to 
agree to faster global growth 
targets, with private-sector in¬ 
vestment as a central plank. 

He stressed the need for 
structural reforms to drive 
growth 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Netflix 
has reached an agreement 
with cable and internet grant 
Comcast so that the US 
video-streaming service's 
programming can be viewed 
more smoothly, the two an¬ 
nounced Sunday. 

The companies "have es¬ 
tablished a more direct con¬ 
nection between Netflix and 
Comcast, similar to other net¬ 
works, that's already deliver¬ 
ing an even better user 
experience to consumers," 
their statement said 


The financial details of the 
deal -- in which Netflix will 
pay Comcast — were not dis¬ 
closed. 

A Netflix spokesperson 
told AFP that the agreement 
would help restore optimum 
streaming for some American 
Comcast broadband sub¬ 
scribers who had difficulty 
viewing Netfhx's program¬ 
ming 

Until now, Netflix and its 
heavy traffic flow reached 
Comcast's network via band¬ 
width intermediaries, some¬ 


times resulting in non-fluid 
streaming. 

The agreement comes 10 
days after Comcast unveiled 
plans to swallow rival Time 
Warner Cable in a $45 '2 bil¬ 
lion mega-deal that triggered 
debate on the creation of a 
cable-internet behemoth. 

The planned merger was 
seen by analysts as Comcast 
positioning itself to fend off 
threats from streaming video 
services like Netflix, Amazon 
and HBO, which can offer an 
alternative to cable.- 


Greek banks need five billion 
euro cash injection: reports 


ATHENS (AFP) - Greece's 
four top banks are expected to 
need an extra capital injection 
of about five billion euros, 
local media said Sunday as the 
country's international lenders 
prepared for a new audit of 
Greek finances.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Apple 
and its South Korean rival 
Samsung will return to court 
next mouth after failing to 
agree on a settlement to end a 
legal battle over patents in the

The two firms had been 
pushed into talks by a court 
order that saw Apple CEO 
Tim Cook and his Samsung 
mobile communications coun¬ 
terpart JK Shin attend a frill- 
day negotiation session in 
early February, along with 
their advisors and legal teams 

But. despite several follow¬ 
ups, "the mediator's settlement 
proposal to the p arties was un¬ 
successful," the two technol¬ 
ogy giants said m a joint filing 
Friday m US District Court m 
San Jose, California. 

“Parties remain willing to 
work through the mediator 
jointly selected by the parties" 

Apple said it had contacted 
tiie mediator by telephone 
more than six times after the 
negotiations, while Samsung 
communicated with the medi¬ 
ator via conference calls and 
other means more than four 
times. 

Tins is not tlie first time for 
Apple and Samsung to seek a 
settlement out of court But a

Sochi Winter Olympics

The dosing ceremony at the Sochi Olympics got underway Sunday with the organisers 
tongue-in-cheek poking fun at their own mishap at the opening ceremony with the 
Olympic rings. At the opening ceremony on February 7 T one of the Olympic rings fa¬ 
mously failed to transform from a snowflake, in an episode that was notoriously covered 
up by state television. This time hundreds of dancers in the centre of the Fisht stadium 
in Sochi whirled into position to form the shape of the five Olympic rings - however 
with the top right ring failing to form. Laughter echoed around the stadium as the spec¬ 
tators realised the deliberate mistake, followed by cheers as the dancers whirled out to 
fully complete the five rings. 


Canada beat Sweden to win the hockey gold medal Sun¬ 
day but there are doubts whether they will be able to de¬ 
fend their title four years from now in Pyeongchang, 
South Korea. Settman said more talks with the interna¬ 
tional Ice Hockey Federation and the International 
Olympic Committee are needed before they can allow 
the players to continue to take part in the Winter 
Olympics. NHL owners find it difficult to stop for over 
two weeks in the middle of the season and are also wor¬ 
ried about injuries like the one suffered in Sochi by 
Canada's John Tavares. 


Alexander Zubkov claimed his second gold medai of the 
Sochi Games and Russia's 13th by winning the four- 
man bobsleigh. On Sunday, he produced two more con¬ 
sistent runs to clock a combined time of 3m in 40.SDsec 
to finish O.OSsec ahead of second-placed Latvia-1. 
Latvia's team, piloted by Oskars Melbardis, were second 
overnight and they maintained their position to get sil¬ 
ver. The USA-1 team, with Vancouver Olympic champion 
Steve Holcombe in the driver's seat, took bronze having 
been down in fourth overnight. 


Undeterred by their dismal showing at the Sochi 
Olympics, Jamaica's bobsleigh pitot Winston Watts on 
said he was ready to hand over the baton to the next 
generation in the Caribbean island nation.Jamaica's 
bobsleigh team were immortalised in the Hollywood 
blockbuster "Cool Runnings", based on the exploits of 
their predecessors at the 1988 Calgary Games. Sack at 
the Gam es after a 12-year absence from the competition, 
Jamaica - with Watts and brakeman Marvin Dixon in the 
two-man sled - limped in second from last on Monday. 


OLE EINAR BJOERNDALEN - Veteran record-breaker 
Norwegian veteran biathlete Ole Einar Bjoerndalen be¬ 
came the greatest Winter Olympian in history by taking a 
record 13th medal. Tied with cross country ski legend Bjo- 
ern Daehlie on 12 medals after winning his first event, he 
overtook his compatriot with a gold in the mixed relay. 
Bjoerndalen has now won eight gold medals at Winter 
Olympics, equalling Daehlie's record.

The men's event was hit by 
the injury-forced pull-out of 
Russian star Yevgeny 
Hushenko, helping to pave the 
way for Hanyu to become the 
first Asian man to win 
Olympic singles gold. Russia

SOCHI (AFP) - Sochi's $50 billion Olympics, closely in¬ 
terwoven with President Vladimir Putin s image and 
plagued by controversy in the build-up, closed Sunday 
with bold praise and Russia supreme on top of the 
medals table. In a glitzy closing ceremony, aimed at con¬ 
veying a confident state at ease with its past as well as 
present, International Olympic Committee (IOC) presi¬ 
dent Thom as Bach said "Russia delivered all what It had 
promised". Just over two weeks ago, Bach, aware of the 
wide-scale global resentment over Russia's notorious 
anti-gay law, had made an impassioned call for politi¬ 
cians to stay out of sports. On Sunday, he insisted that 
those involved in the organisation of the Sochi Games 
had revealed a Russia to be respected. Following the 
handover of the Olympic flag to the next host city, 
Fyeongchang in South Korea, Sochi Games chief Dmitry 
Chernyshenko hailed "a great moment in our history 1T 
Bach then closed the Black Sea coast showpiece in the 
traditional manner of looking ahead otthe next Games 
in South Korea in 2018. "I declare the 22nd Olympic Win¬ 
ter Games closed. In accordance with tradition, I call 
upon the youth of the world to assem ble four years from 
now in PyeongChang to celebrate with us the 23rd 
Olympic Winter Games. 11 In a touching nod to its own 
sporting history, the Olympic cauldron was then extin¬ 
guished by a giant, tearful bear, taking older Russians 
back to the 1980 Moscow Summer Games and its much¬ 
loved bear mascot Misha. Fireworks exploded across 
Olympic Park, bringing the Games to a spectacular end 
As the stadium emptied, the Sochi party was in full 
swing.
